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CIVIL DEFENSE ACT OF 1951 
CiUAPTER 268 


(H. 406. Approved March. 6,1951) 


AN ACT relating to the establishment of a Department of Civil Defense and 
other organizations for civil defense within the State of Indiana; 
granting certain executive powers with respect thereto and for rela- 
ted purposes; and making an appropriation; and to repeal an act en- 
titled, "AN ACT creating a Department of Civil Defense and establish- 
ing its powers and duties, approved March 11,1949, being of the Acts 
of 1949, Ch. 275," and declaring an emergencye 


BE IT ENACTED BY TIE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. This act shall be known and referred to as the "Civil 
Defense Act of 1951). 


SECTION 2. (a) Because of the existing and increasing possibility 
of the occurrence of disasters or emergencies of unprecedented size and de- 
Structiveness resulting from enemy attack, sabotage or other hostile action, 
and in order to insure that preparations of this state will be be adequate 
to deal with such disasters or emergencies, and generally to provide for the 
Common defense and to protect the public peace, health, and safety, and to 
preserve the lives and property of the people of the state, it is hereby 
found and declared to be necessary; (1) to create a state civil defense de- 
partnent, and to authorize the creation of local organizations for civil 
defense in the political subdivisions of the state; (2) to confer upon the 
€0vernor and upon the executive heads of governing bodies of the political 
Subdivisions of the state, the emergency powers provided herein; and (3) 
to provide for the rendering of mutual aid among the political subdivisions 
of the state, and with other states, and with the federal government and 
respect to the carrying out of civil defense functions; and (4) to authorize 
the establishment of such organizations and taking of such steps as are nec~ 
essary and appropriate to carry out the provisions of this acte 


(b) It is further declared to be the purpose of this act and the 
policy of the state that all civil defense functions of this state be co- 
ordinated to the maxinum extent with the comparable functions of the federal 
governnent including its various departments and agencies of other states 
and localities, and of private agencies of every typw, to the end that the 
most effettive preparation and use may be made of the nation's manpower, 
resources, and facilities for dealing with any disaster tha} may occure 


SECTION 3. As used in this act the term "civil defense" shall mean 
the preparation for and carrying out of all emergency functions, other than 
functions for which nilitary forces or other federal agencies are primarily 
responsible, to prevent, minimize, and repair injury and damage resulting 
from disasters caused by cnemy ettack, sabotage, or other hostile action, 
or by fire, flood, or other causes. These functions include, without ligit- 
ation, firefighting services, police services, medical and health services, 
rescue, engineering, air raid warning serviccs, communications, radiological, 
Chenical and other special weapons defense, evacuation of persons fron strick 
en areas, energency welfare services (civilian war aid) emergency transport- 
ation, plant protection temporary restoration of public utility services, 
and other functions related to civilian protection, together with all other 
activities necessary or incidental to the preparation for and carrying out 
af the foregoing functions. 
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SECTION 4. (a) There is herehy created a "State Civil Defense Advisory 
Council", hereafter referred to as the "Council",the members of which shall 
be appointed by the governor and shall hold membership suring the pleasure 
of the governore 


(b) Voting mcmbership of the council shall not exceed thirtoen. persons 
and shall comprise the hcads or representatives of the following named or- 
ganizations, at thcir state or regional level, to generally represent prin- 
Cipal categorics of Indiana citizens, as indicated:. business and industry, 
Indiana Statc Chamber of Commerce md the Indiana Manufacturer's Association; 
labor, Indiana State Federetion of Labor end Indiana Union Council CIO; cit- 
ics and towns, Indiana Municipal Leaguc; rural, Indiana Farm Bureau; xoncn, 
Indiena Federation of Clubs; vctcrans, fmorican Legion and Veterans of For- 
eign Wars; cducation, Indiana Congress of Parents and Toachers; disaster rec- 
lief, Amcrican Red Cross; medical caro, Indiana State Medical Association; 
dissemination of information, Hoosior State Press Association. 


(c) The chairman of the council shall be elected by a majority of the 
nenbers of the council from among its own membership and for a term of one 
year and such chairman of his altornate shall preside at all council necting 
The governor shall be cx officis chairman of the council. 


(ad) State officials whosc agcncics are involved in civil dcfense activitics 
shall be nom-voting members of the council by designation of the governor 
or the council. 


(c) The council shall advise the governor and his designated civil de- 
fonsc representatives on all mattcrs pertaining to civil defcnse, and shall 
mect at neast quartcrly, as woll as at the call of the chairman, at one of 
which mectings in each quarter a progress report on state civil dcefonse act- 
ivities comprising the period sinec the last such progress report was made 
Shall be presented to the council by the state civil defense director for 
review, and the state program and budget for civil defense activitics for 

the succeeding quarter shall bo submitted for approval of the council. 


(f) The nenbers of the council shall be reiribursed only for their reasone 
eble and necessary expenses in the performance of their officicl dutics. 


SECTION 5. (a) There is hereby created with the exccutive branch of 
State governnent a "Departnont of Civil Defense", hereafter reforred to as 
the "departnent", with on "Exccutive Director", heroafter referred to as the 
"Director", who shall be the executive head thereof. 


(6b) The director shall be appointed by the governor with the advice of 
the council and shall serve at the pleasure of the governor. Tho director 
shall be chosen on the basis of wide experience in public adninistration, 
business or the professions. He shall not hold any other state office. 


(c) The director shall appoint such techinical, clerical, stenographic 
and other personnel, and may fix their compensation with the approval of the 
State budget conmittes and may nake such expenditures within the appropri- 

ate therefors or fron other funds nade available to hin for the purposes 
of civil defense as nay be necossary to carry out the purposes of this act, 
end such appvintment and expenditutes: shall be subject to the approval of 
the council, 


(a4) The direetor and othcr personnel of the department shall be pro- 
vided with approprictc officc spcece, furnituro, vchiclcs, comiunications, cqu 
piuicnt, supplics, stetioncry and printing in thc samo manncr ¢s provided for 
personnel of othcr statc agcncics. 


(c) The dircctor, subjcct to tho direction and control of thc gov- 
ernor, shall opcratc the dcpartucnt and shall be rcsponsible to the gover- 
nor for carrying out the progreau for civil dcefcnsc of this statce Ile shall 
Coordinate tic activitics of ell organizations for civil dcfcensc whithin the 
state, and shall maintain liaison with and cooperate with civil dcfcnsc cg- 
encics and organizations of other statcs and of the defcral governucnt, and 
Shell have such additional euthority, dutics, and rcsponsibilitics author~ 
izod by this act <«s may be prescribcd by the governor. 


SECTION 6. (2c) The governor shall have general direction and control 
of the dcparticnt, and shall be responsible for the carrying out of the 
provisions of this act, and in the event of discstcr or cnmergency beyond 
local control, may assume dircct opcretional control over all or any part 
of the civil defense functions within this statce 


(0) In performing his dutics under this act, tho governor is furthcr 
authorized and cmpowcred: 


(1) To make, anend, end rescind the necesscry orders, rulcs, an’ 
reculations to carry out the provisions of tnis act with due considcration 
of the plans of the fcdoral govcrnicnte 


(2) To preperc a comprehensive plan and prograi for the civil 
defense of this stzic, such plan and program to be intcgratcd into and co~ 
ordinatcd with civil dcfense plans 6£ the fedcral govermucnt and of othor 
Stotcs to the fullcst possible cxtcnt, and to coordinatc the proparation of 
plans and programs for civil dcfonse by the political subdivisions of this 
Stc c, such plans to be intcgratcd into and coordinated with the civil dcfens 
plan and progrean of this statc to the fullcst possiblo cxtcnt. 


(3) In accordance with such plan and program for the civil de~ 
fonsc of this statc, to asccrtain the rcquircnucnts of thc statc or the 
political subdivisions thorcof for food or clothing or othor ncecessitios of 
life in the event of attack end to plan for and procure supplics, ucdicincs, 
Haterials, and equipment, and to use and employ fron tiie to tinc any of the 
property services, and resources within the state, for the purposcs sot 
forth in this act; to make surveys of industries, resources, and facilitics 
within tho stete os are neccsscry to carry out the purposes of this cct; 
to institute training programs and public information prograns, and to take 
ell other preperatory stcps, including the partial or full nobilization of 
civil defense orgenizations in advance of actucl disastcr, to insure the 
furnishing of adcquctely trained and equipped forees of civil defense per= 
Sonnel in timc of need. 


(4) To cooperste with tho president and the heads of the arncd 
forces, and the civil dcfense agency of the United Statos, end with the offi. 
and agencics of other stctes in mattcrs portcining to the civil defense of t: 
state and nation and the incidents thereof; and in connection therewith, to 
take any measures which he may decm propor to carry into effect any requcst 
of the presidcnt end the apsropriate federal officers and agencics, for any 
action looking to civil dcfensc, including the direction or control of (a) 
blackouts and practice blackouts, cir-raid drills, mobilization of civil 
dcfconsc forscs, and athcr ftousts ond cxyq¢reisas, (%), warnings and signals for 
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‘drills or attacks and the mcchanical dcviccs to be uscd in connection therc- 
with, (c) the cffcctive serccning or oxtinguishing of oll lights and light- 
ing dcviccs and applianccs, (d) shutting off watcr nains, gas mains, clcct- 
ric powor connections cnd the suspension of all othcr utility sorviccs, (c) 
the conduct of civilians and the movemcnt and eccssation of movemcnt of pced- 
cstricns and wchicular traffic during, prior, and subscqucnt to drills or 
attack, (f) public mcotings or gatherings; and (g) the cvacuction and roccpt~ 
ion of the civilian population. 


(5) To take such action and give such dircetions to state and 
local lew enforccnent officers and agcncics as may be roasonable and neccssar 
for the purpose of securing complicnee with the provisions of this act and 
with the orders, rules, and rerculations made pursuant thereto. 


(6) To cmplou such measures and give such directions to the 
state or local boards of hoalth as mney be reasonably necessary for the purpor 
of sccuring complianec with the provisions of this act or with the findings 
or rocornendations of such boards of health by reason of conditions arising 
from enony atteck or the throat of eneny attack or othcrwisce 


(7) To utilize the services and facilitics of cxisting officers, 
and agencics of thc statc and of the political subdivisions thoercof; and all 
such officers and agcencics shall cooperate with and extend their services and 
facilitics to the governor as he may rccqucst. 


(8) To cstablish agencics and officcs and to appoint cxecutive, 
tcchnical, clcrical, and othcr personnel as may be necosssry to carry out 
the provisions of this act including full-time state and arca dircctors. 


(9) To delegate any authority vestcd in hin undcr this act, anc 
to provide for thc subdclcgation of any such authority. 


(10) On behalf of this state to cntcr into reciprocal aid egrcoc: 
ments or conpeets with othor statcs and the deforal govermucnt, either on & 
State-wide basis or local political subdivision basis or with a neighboring 
Stete or province of a forcign country. Such mutual aid arrangonents shall 
linitcd to the furnishing or exchange of food, clothing, modicino, and othe) 
supplies; cnginccring services; emergency housing; police services; National 
or state Guards while undér the control of the stato; health, nedical and 
related services; fire fighting, rescuc, transportstion, end construction 
Serviccs and cquipment; personnel necessary to provide or conduct these scr- 
Viccs; and such othcr supplics, cquipment, facilitics, personnel, and scrvic: 
aS ey be needod; the rcimbursenent of costs and cxponscs for cquipnent 
sup lics, personnel, and sinilcr items for mobile support units, fire fighti 
end police units and health units; and on such terms and conditions as cre 
dconed nceccsscrye 


(11) To sponsor and develop mutual aid plans and agreciucnts 
between the political subdivisions of the statc, sinilar to the mutual aid 
arrangements with other states referred to abovGe 
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SECTION 7% In the cvcnt of cctual cneny attcck ageinst the contin~ 
ental Unitcd Statcs the governor with the advice and consent of the council, 
or without said advicc and conscnt if the stetc itsclf is subjcctcd to oncry 
attack, ney dcclarc that a state of cnorgency cxists, end thercaftcr the 
governor shall have and ney exercise for such pcriod as such stcatc of cnerg- 

cncy cxists or continucs, the following additional cmcrgency powers; 


(2) To cnforcc cll laws, rulcs, and regulations relating to civil 
defense and to assumo dircct operational control of all civil defense forccs 
end helpers in the statce 


(b) To perform and cxercisc such functions, powors and dutics as nay 
be decued neccessary and as ney be necded for the dcfensc and protection of 
the public, «nd for the care and wolfare of casualtics and rcfugocs, and for 
the restorntion of such sorviccs as are decricd cssontial to the public welfar 
accounting to the state auditor for any funds reccivcd. 


(c) fo permit those persons who hold « liconse to practice medicinc, 
dentistry, pharmacy, nursing, cngincoring and such other profcssions as ney 
be specificd by the governor to practice their respective profcssions within 
the state of Indicne during tho pcriod of the stato of cnergcency, provided 
that the stcte in which the liccnsc of such persons was issucd has a nmutual 
cid comp-ct for civil dcfense with this statc. 


SECTION 7A. (ca) All functions horcundcr and all other activitics 
relating to civil defense are heroby dcclared to be governmental functions. 
Neither the state nor any political subdivision thorcof nor other agencics of 
sthe state or political subdivision thcrcof, nor, except in cascs of willful 
nisconduct, gross ncgligcnec, or bad faith, any civil dcfense worker con- 
plying with or roasonably attcmpting to comply with this act, or any ordcr, 
rule or regulation promulgated pursuant to thc provisions of this act, or 
pursuant to any ordinance rclating to blackout or othcr precautionary measurc 
GCnactcd by any political subdivision of the statc, shall be liable for the 
dezth of or injury to porsons, or for damage to property, as « result of 
eny such activity. Tho provisions of this scoction shall not affect the righ* 
of any person to rcccive benefits to which ho woyld othcrwise be cntitled 
under this act, or under the Worknsn's Compensation Law, or under any pensio 
lew, nor the right of any such person to receive any benefits or conpensa~ 
tion under any act of Congress. 


(b) Any requircnont for a liccnse to practice any profcssional, 
mechanical or other skill shell not apply to any authorized civil defense 
worker who shall, in the course of performing his dutics as such, practico 
Such profcssioncal, mechanical or other skill during a civil dcfense emergency 


(c) AS used in this soction tho term civil dofcnse worker shall 
include any full or part-tinc paid, voluntcor or auxiliary cmployce of this 
State, or other stctes, territorics, posscssions or the District of Columbic, 
or the federsl governncnt, or any noighboring country, or of any political 
Subdivision thercof, or of cny,agency or organication, performing civil dc- 
fensc serviccs at any plece in this statc subjcct to the ordcr or control 
of, or pursuant to « rcqucst of, the state goverment or any political sub-~ 
division thereof. 


; SECTION 8, (<) The dircetor of exch county organizction for civil 
dcfonse may dcvelop or cause to be developed nutual-aid arrangencnts with 
other public and private agcncics within this state for reciprocel civil 
defensc aid and assistance in case of discster too grcat to be dealt with 
unessistede Such arrnngencnts shall be consistont with the state civil dc- 
fonse plan and progrean, and in tine of omcrgency it shall be the duty of 
cach locrl organization for civil defcnse to rcendcr assistance in accordance 
with the provisions of such nutual-cid arrangcncnts.e 


(b) The dircctor of cach local organizction for divil dcefcnse nay 
assist in nogotiation of reciprocel nutual-aid agrecucnts between the govcr- 
nor and the cdjoining statcs or politicel subdivisions thercof, and shall 
cerry out arrsngenbnts or any such agreciicnt rclating to the local and pol- 
itical subdivision. 


SECTION 9. (s.) Each county of this statc is hercby authorizcd and 
dircetcd to cstablish and maintain a "County Civil Defense Advisory Council" 
and 2 county civil dcfenso organization in accordance with the statc civil 

dcfcnse plan and prosran. Each political subdivision within cach county is 
cuthorized and dirceted to organize local civil dcfcnse organizations end 
cetivitics in accordance with thc county and statc civil dcfcnsce plan and 
program and unccr the dircction of the county civil dcfonsce organization. 


(bo) In whatcver county in this state 2 coounty civil dcfonsc advisor 
Council docs not cxist <t the tiiic of the passage of this act, it is hcroby 
dirccted that such a county civil dcfense advisory council be organizcd undc. 
the tenporery chairmenship of the mayor or town board president of the count?

stcetc civil defcnse agencics; 


(2) To appoint, omploy, renove, or provide, with or without 
conponsction, cir-reaid wardons, rescuc tccus, auxiliary firc and police per- 
sonnel, and other civil dofcensc workers; 


(3) To cstablish a prinary end onc or morc secondary control 
centcrs to serve cs command posts during an onmergcncy; 


(4) Subject to the ordcr of the govcrnor, or the chicf cxecutiv 
of thc political subdivision, to assign and ucake available for duty, the 
cuployces, property or cquipncnt of the subdivision relating to fire fightin 
cnginccring, rcscuc, health, riedical and rclatcd scrviccs policc, transport- 
ation, construction, and sinilcr itcus or scrviccs for civil dcfcnse purposc. 

and within or outside of the physical linits of the bubdivision; and 


(5S) In the cvent of cnouy attack or stctc of cucrgency as pro- 
vided in scetion 7 to weive procedurcs and fornalitics othorwise required 
‘by law pertaining to; the perfornancc of public work, cntcring into cont~ 
racts, ond incurring of obiligctions, the cnployucnt of pernancnt and tenpory 
workers, the utilization of voluntccr workers, the rentcl of cquipnent, the 
purcheso and distribution of supjlics, uatecrials, and focilitics, and the 
appropriation and oxpenditure of public funds. 


SECTION 10. (a) ‘hen cver the cmployecs of any political subdivision 
ere rendering outside cid pursuant to the euthority contained in scction 9 
thereof such employecs shall have the sane powcrs, dutics, rights, privicgcs, 
and immunitics 2s if they wore perforning their dutics in the political sub- 
divisions in which they are normally cnploycSe 


(ob) The politicc1 subdivision in which any cquipment is uscd 
pursuant to this scction shall be linble for any loss or damage thercto and 
shall pay any cxpense incurred in the operation and naintenance thereof. No 
Clein for such loss, daniage, or cxpensc shell be allowed uhloss, within sixt:

SECTION 12. Tho governor ney formulatc and cxccute plans and regu- 
lations for the control of treffic in ordcr to provide for the rapid and 
sofe movericnt of cxacution over public higiweys and strects of peoplc, troops 
or vchiclcs and netcrials for national dcfensc or for usc in eny dcfonse 
industry, and may coordinate the activitics of the dcpartncnts or agencics 
of the state and of the political subdivisions thercof conecrned directly or 
indirectly with public highways and strects, in a manner which will best 
cffcctuatc such plans. 


SECTION 13. (a) Whencvcr the governor docis it to be in the public 
intcrcst, he nay, subjcct to the approval of thc council.

(1) Enter into such contract or lease with the statc, or accc) 
eny such locn, or cmpldy such personnel, and such political subdivision any 
equipg neintcin, utilizc, and opcrate eny such property and cuploy nececssary 
personnel thercfore in accordance with the purposes for which such contract 
is cxccuted. 


(2) So all things and perform any and all acts which he may 
dccn neecssary to cffcctuatc thc purpose for which such contract was entcrcd 
into. 


SECTION 14. (a) Thc political subdivision of thc state and othcr 
egencics dcsignatcd or apppintcd by the governor arc authorizrf and chpowcre: 
to nakc, alicnd, and rescind such ordcrs, rulcs, and regulations cs nay be 
neccsscry for civil dcfcnsc purposcs and to supplcricnt the corrying out of 
the provisions of this act, but not inconsistcnt with any ordcrs, ruics, or 
regulations promulgated by the governor or by any state agency oxarcising a 
power dclegatcd to it by him, and not inconsistent with the civil dcfcnse 
plen and prorren of the county in which the political subdivision is loc«to:

Political qualifications shall not be consideration for appointucnt to the 
dcpartncnt nor a ccuse for dismissal except as provided in Section 19 of 
this act, and full timc cmployccs of the departncocnt shall not participato 
in politiccl activitics.

"tnd I do further swear (or affirm) that I do not advocatc, nor

Cates, the overthrow of thc governmucnt of thc United Statcs or of 
this state by force or violoencec; and that during such tine as I 
en a uieuber of the (nemo of Civil defense organization) I will 
not cdvoeatc nor becone a menbcr of any political party or 
orgonizetion thet cdvoce-tcs the overthrow of the governicnt of 
the Unitcd States or of this stcte by forec or violcnec." 


(b) For the purpose of this section, the stete civil dcefcnse dirccte: 
end the county civil dcfense directors shell be authorized to edninister the 
forcgoing oath to civil defense personnel, and they nay dolcgcte such euth- 
ority to such designated deputics and assistants as ney be approved by the 
Stete civil defcnss director and the council. 


SECTION 20, Any person violating any provision of this act or any 
rulc, order, or regulation mede pursuant to this act shall, upon conviction 
thorcof, be punishable by o fine not excecding one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
or inprisionncnt for not cxeccding ninety (90) days or both.

fron onony attack or other ccuse (naturel or otherwisc) and dcclar- 
ing on cnergency," approvod March 3,1951. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF TilE STATE OF INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. Tho Gonorrl Assorble of the Strte of Indicna hereby reat- 
ifics a compact on behalf of the State of Indiana with any othcr stctc leg- 
ally joining therein in the form substenticlly cs follows: 


INTERSTATE CIVIL DEFENSE AND 
DISASTER COMPACT 


The contracting statcs solomnly agroc: 


ARTICLE 1. Declaration of policy. It is herchy dcclarcd to be the 
policy of the Gencral Asscibly of the Statc of Indiana to cncourage other 
statcs of the Union to providc nutual aid with the Statc of Indiana in 
miccting any crcrgoncy or disnastcr from cneny att-ck or othcr causc (natural

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bonbs, shellfire, and cstomic, rediological, chenical, bactcriological mceans, 
end other weaponse Tho prompt, full and cffective utilization of the re- 
sourecs of the rcspective contracting statcs, including such resources as 
nay be available fron the Unitcd Statcs Government or any other source, are 
csscsticl to thc sefcty, cere ond welfare of the people thercof in the event 
of cneny action or other emergency and eny other rosourccs, including por- 
sonnel, cquipnmcnt or supplics, shell be incorporated into a plen or plans of 
nutucl eid to be developed onong the Civil Defense agencics or sinilar bodics 
of the states that arc partics to compacts pursuant to the terms of this aCte 


ARTICLE 2. ‘The dircctors of Civil Dofeonse of the Stctc of Indiana 
ond ell othcr stctcs who shell extend to the State of Indiane the bencfits 
offercd by the Stete of Indiana to ell other strtcs by this act shall con- 
stitutc «- connittcc te fornulato plans and teke all necessary stcps for ine

devices to be used in connection therewith; 


(a) The cffcetive serceoning or cxtinguishing of cll lights and 
lighting devices and applicnces; 


(c) Shutting off wetcr neins, gos neins, clcetric powcr connections 
end the susponsion of all sthor utility scrviccs; 


(f) All netcrials or cquipment uscd or to be used fer Civil Defense 
purposed in order to assurc that such matcrials and cquipnent will be casily 
end frecly intorchangeablc when uscd in or by any other party statc; 

(2) Tho conduet of civilians and the movencnt and ecssation of 
movenent of pedestrains and vchicular traffic, prior, during and subsequent 
to drills or attacks; 

(nh) The sofcty of public necting or gatherings; and 


(i) Mobile support units. 
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ARTICLE 4. The State of Indicna when requcsted and any other st: tc 
reforrod ts in article 3 of this acct, when requcstcd to rendcr mutual aid, 
Shell tcke such action as necessary to provide and ucke availbble the ro- 
sources covered by this compact in accordance with the terms horeof; pro- 
vided thet it is understoof that tho strte rendering aid ney withhold resource 
to the oxtcnt necessary to provide roasoneble protection for such stcte. The 
State of Inéinna end all stctcs so cgrocing shall cxtcnd to the Civil Defcnsc¢ 
forees sf ony othor party state, while oporcting within its state linits 
undcr the terms and conditions of this compact, the sano powers (cxcecpt that

RULES AND REGULATIONS 
FOR 
BLACK OAK _ LAKE RIDGE 
CIVIL DEFENSE as: 


The members of any organization established for the purpose of providing 
a necessary service to the community efficiently and effectively during 
any type of disaster, must be guided by certain rules and regulations. 
This is particularly true of such an organization as the Black Oak - Lake 
Ridge Civil Defense 4m Unit: whose members in the time 

of emergency must be implicitly relied upon for the proper discharge of 
such duties as may be assigned to them. Without rules and regulations, 
members of the Civil Defense mimes Unit would find it diffi- 
cult to provide effective service, properly co-ordinate their efforts and 
earn the respect and high regard of our citizens. 


The rules and regulations prepared for the guidance of the Black Oak’ - Lake 
Ridge iets, Unit are simple and not at all difficult to live up to. 
It is extremely important however that they be strictly adhered to for 

the entire plan of operation of this organization is based upon the 
assunption that its members are anxious to serve and are willing, for the 
benefit of the cause, to adhere strictly to the rules even at the cost of 
some personal sacrifices of comforts and conveniences. 


The term Black Oak - Lake Ridge ime Unit shall mean an organization 
of civilian volunteers selected by a screening board consisting of the C.D. 
Director and a board selected by him, to assist regularly appoint- 

ed police officers in the discharge of police duties in emergencies arising 

from fires, floods, earthquakes, accidents or other natural causes, or any 
destructiveness resulting from enemy attack, sabotage, or other hostile 

action, under the direction of the sheriff or other authorized personnel. 


Every member of the Black Oak - Lake Ridge Civil Defense qq Unit 
shallbe subject to reprimand, suspension, reduction in rank, or dismissal from 
the "Unit according to the nature of the offense, for any of the following 
causes;
